Property owners who wish 
to challenge the val u e s 
placed on their homes ':'r 
other property by the county 
a.ssessor must file a.n appeal 
by October 2. 

George R. Reilly, chair¬ 
man, State Board of Equali¬ 
zation, recently reminded 
taxpayers that a change lU 
the law has extended the 
appeal deadline to Steptem- 
ber 30 in all counties for 
this year only. Since Sep¬ 
tember 30 falls on Saturday, 
the deadline moves to the 
close of the next business 
day, which is Monday, Oc¬ 
tober 2 at 5 p.m. 

Reilly said that if a prop¬ 
erty oiv.ner has not yet re¬ 
ceived notice of the a.ssesscd 
value of the property, the 
owner may obtain that in¬ 
formation from the as.ses- 
sor’s office. Usually the as¬ 
sessor’s office will supply 
the figures by phono or mail 
i£ the owner can identify 
the property aceurately. pre¬ 
ferably by parcel riumbf r. 

A property owner can con¬ 
test the assessor’s full cash 
value estimate it he or she 
thinks it is too high. Except 
for property in specialized 
cases, such as open space 


programs, “full cash value” 
is defined as the price a 
willing and knowledgeable 
seller could get lor the prop¬ 
erty from a willing and 
knowedgeablc buyer. 

To contest the assessor’s 
valuation most effectively, 
Reilly advised home ow.ncr.s 
to learn the market values 
of comparable properties in 
their neig'nborhood. Reilly 
also cautioned that owners 
cannot expect rolief merely 
because taxes are generally 
high. The current appraisal 
value must be excessive rel¬ 
ative to what the property 
was worth on the statutory 
lien date of March 1, 1975 
the base year for assessment 
levels established with the 
adoption of Proposition 13, 
unless the property was 
newly' co n s t r u ct e d .vr 
changed ovvnt-rs after 1975. 
In such cases, values ar.,- 
based on date of sale or 
completion; of construction. 

Property owners are rc-- 
minded that Proposition 13 
allows the assessor to apply 
an inflation factor to the 
\ aluc not to exceed two per 
cent per year.

would iviy his country $4.75 billion in war reparations 
and that it would b<' accomplished — not directly, but 
indirectly through the IDA of ihe World Bank.” Apparent¬ 
ly the communist official was right. The indirect funding 
of Comm'.ini.st Vietnam is in ihe foreign aid bill now 
before the Congress. President Carter is responsible for 
thi.-i funding proposal. 

One wonder.; how this reparations plan will sit wi.h 
those who fought the communists in Vietnam? And what 
abou. Americans who are paying 10 [)er cent for a home 
construction loan? Won’t they object to an intere.st free 
loan to communist foes of the United States? 

This isn’t the only devious ideal in the foreign aid 
bill. Congressman Young hag revealed that last year the 
U.S sent 122,0(X) tons of wheat to India. The Indians 
turned around and sJiipped 100,000 tons of this to Viet¬ 
nam. ,Rep. Young is of the view that this is ”a subter¬ 
fuge and an attempt to send U.S. foreign aid to Viet¬ 
nam Indiret'.ly through India in order to circumvent the 
expres.sed opposition of Congress to sending aid Vietnam.” 

Tlie Inidirect aid to Vietnam is only one reason for 
slashing the foreign aid bill. Tills bill Is riddled with 
proposals hurtful to the U.S. Interest. For example, Fene 
zuela, w'h.ch joined other OPEC nations in gouging America 
on oil prices, will receive $164 million in foreign aid this 
year. 

If members of CQngre.ss don’t eliminate the wasteful 
foreign aid spending, the voiers will know who ought 
to be eliminated at the polls in November.
